The land in said Lowell and consisting ofwo parcels ofland as follows:

PARCEL I The land in said Lowell situated on the westerly side of Lexington Avenue, the
southerly side of Malden Avenue and the easterly side of Melrose Avenue and
bounded: Easterly by Lexington Avenue, 140 feet; Northerly by Malden Avenue,
230 feet; Westerly by Melrose Avenue, 120 feet; Southerly by lot marked S119
on plan of land hereinafter mentioned, 115 feet; Westerly again by last named
land,20 feet; and Southerly again by lot 72 on said plan, 115 feet.
Containing 29,900 square feet be said contents and any or all ofsaid
measurements more or less and being lots 69,70, 7 | , 87,88, 89 on a plan of land
entitled "Boulevard Terrace, Geo.
